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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-47 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be ' 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
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order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Plevyak et al . (6,308,214) in view of Diachina 
et al . (5, 701, 298) . 
Regarding claims 45-47: 

Plevyak et al . disclose the radio access network for 
implementing a flexible radio link protocol (RLP) that enables 
transmission of protocol data units (PDUs) between the radio 
access network and a mobile station said radio access network 
(see col. 10 lines 29-43 which recite using wireless 
communication clearly reads on the radio access network; col. 4 
lines 1-7 which recite polling being adaptive clearly reads on 
the flexible protocol; and col. 10 lines 59-67 which recite 
sending requested code for managing data communications clearly 
reads on transmission of protocol data) comprising: means for 
selecting a configurable set of rules corresponding to a data 
transmission mode (see col. 6 lines 13-26 which recite rules for 
generating a value for computing the poll period) , said selected 
configurable set of rules governing whether the radio access 
network should send polling requests to the mobile station, and 
if so, how and/or how often the polling requests should be sent; 
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and signaling means for sending request polling requests from 
the radio access network to the mobile station in accordance 
with the selected set of rules; wherein the configurable set of 
rules is configurable to change whether the radio access network 
should send polling requests to the mobile station and if so 
hour and/or how often the radio access network should send the 
polling requests (see col. 11 lines 16-26 which recite adapting 
the polling rate individually for each connection based on the 
recent bandwidth for that connection) . 

For claims 45-47, Plevyak et al . disclose all the subject 
matter of the claimed invention with the exception for the step 
of receiving status reports from the mobile station. Diachina 
et al . from the same or similar fields of endeavor teach that it 
is known to provide for receiving status reports from the mobile 
station (see abstract and col. 4 lines 1-13 which recite a 
polling request being sent to the mobile station and in response 
a status report is then sent back) . Thus, it would have been 
obvious to the person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the step for receiving 
status reports from the mobile station as taught by Diachina et 
al . in the network of Plevyak et al . The step for receiving 
status reports from the mobile station can be implemented by 
providing the means for reporting status at the mobile station 
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and a receiver of status at the communication manager of Plevyak 
et al . The motivation for including the step for receiving 
status reports from the mobile station as taught by Diachina et 
al . in the network of Plevyak et al . being that it provides more 
efficiency and reliability for the network since the network can 
better determine whether the data have been correctly recited at 
mobile station end and therefore do not have to retransmit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-19, 21-37, 40, and 41 are allowed.
